Lack Six Votes for Emer­ 
gency Power; May Do 
Some Trading 


(By Associated 
COLUMBUS, Feb. IO.—A flood of 
new legislation was looked for in 
he house of representatives today 
— the deadline for free introduction 
of bills. 
To accommodate representatives 
with new bil s. the house was con­ 
vened six hours earlier than usual. 
After today any house member de­ 
siring to offer newr legislative pro­ 
posals must have the unanimous 
consent of the membership to intro­ 
duce his measure. 
The senate, to convene at the 
usual time of 7:30 p. rn., also was 
expected to receive many new bills, 
but in that body traditional “sena­ 
torial courtesy” generally permits 
introduction of bills after the dead­ 
line because none of the members 
object.

the Ohio senate has developed 
Lite a troublesome situation for the 
Republicans. 
The Democrats held up passage 
of 
one

measure 
last 
week and today were threatending 
to block action on two others. All 
are emergency measures, requiring 
24 votes for approval, and the Re­ 
publicans number only 19 of the 
senate’s 36 members. • 
If 
the 
17-member 
Democratic 
minority 
continues

gether. the ^Republicans undoubt­ 
edly will do some horse trading 
with them to get the adm inistra­ 
tion’s urogram through. 
Republicans possess only the bare 
constitutional 
majority 
necessary 
to pass bills, and one absence or 
defection in their ranks would pre­ 
vent approval of any bill the Demo­ 
crats solidly opposed. 
Tile situation was demonstrated 
on the local government, bond re­ 
funder bill last week The Republi­ 
can leadership brought it, up for 
passage as an emergency measure. 
Democrats 
immediately 
protested 
against certain provisiins. 
Action Postponed 
When the Republicans refused to 
yield 
to Democratic amendments 
and prospects of approval of the 
emergency clause faded. Sen. Frank 
E. 
W hittemore,

leader, had action postponed. 
The measure likely will be up for 
a vote again when the legislature 
reconvenes tonight.

and needs only to transform itself from a lethargic 
into a dynamic state to make this plainly evident 
to all and sundry 
It has occurred to only a few skeptics that In com­ 
mitting itself to finance not only its own defense but 
the defense of Great Britain, the United States would 
make a gesture without precedent either naivete or 
arrogance, depending on a critics point of view. 
It 
probably has occurred 
to 
many 
more, though not 
enough, that no nation ever gambled more recklessly 
with its ultimate security than the United States is 
gambling when it chooses to risk the loss of ships and 
airplanes in the battle of Britain. 
Confidence is a great thing. 
It is like James M 
Barrie’s definition of charm—"if you don’t have it, 
it doesn’t much matter what else you have,"
